Is the South China Sea DXCC Entity List in Flux? 

With the recent spate of activity in the South China Sea, the DXCC entity status of the area 

may be entering a period of some uncertainty. | have written several times about this part 

of the world and expect to write further as the situation unfolds. Presented below is portion of a dispatch 
from Martin Petty writing for Reuters on the subject. 


A U.S. aircraft carrier group led by the USS Theodore Roosevelt entered the South China Sea over the week- 
end to promote "freedom of the seas" at a time of U.S. concern about China-Taiwan tensions and Beijing as- 
serting its maritime agenda. 


Taiwan, meanwhile, reported an incursion of Chinese bombers and fighter jets into its air defense identifica- 
tion zone. 


The patrol comes just days after Joe Biden was sworn in as U.S. president and follows a year of repeated 
demonstrations of military power by both Beijing and Washington. 


China has complained about U.S. vessels in the South China Sea close to islands it controls, claims, or con- 
structed and turned into military installations. 


The Trump and Obama administrations carried out such patrols regularly, ostensibly to challenge China's 
"nine-dash line" claim to jurisdiction over almost the entire South China Sea, which an international arbitral 
tribunal ruled has no legal basis. 


The U.S. Indo-Pacific Command said Saturday's patrol was to "ensure freedom of the seas, (and) build part- 
nerships that foster maritime security" suggesting Biden, as with the "pivot" strategy of the Obama admin- 
istration he served as vice president, will pursue deeper engagement and alliance-building in Southeast Asia, 
to try to prevent China establishing regional hegemony. 
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Malaysia, Vietnam, the Philippines and Brunei, as well as Taiwan, have territorial claims in the waterway and 
largely welcome the U.S. presence, mainly as a check on China's militarization and its vast coast guard and 
fishing fleet. 


Southeast Asian countries last year expressed worry that the escalating U.S.-China tensions could lead to mili- 
tary confrontation, with potential for big disruptions to a vital trade route, which would have devastating 
consequences for their economies. 


The United States has accused China of bullying and attempting to build a "maritime empire", announcing 
several rounds of sanctions on Chinese state companies involved in building artificial islands. 


China sees the United States as an outsider interfering in a region in which it sees itself as a force for peace 
and stability. 


"It's business as usual for strategic competition," said Renato de Castro, a defense expert at Manila's De La 
Salle University, adding the U.S. patrol was "both reassuring and concerning". 


"The Biden administration cannot show weakness in foreign policy," he added. 


Tensions have risen as a result of what the United States saw as underhanded tactics by China to advance its 
territorial claims while its neighbors were fighting coronavirus epidemics. 


Vietnam and the Philippines have protested China's establishment of administrative districts in the disputed 
Paracel islands and in the Spratly islands. Protests also followed China's military drills near the Paracels, in- 
cluding the firing of ballistic missiles from several locations into waters nearby. 


Chinese coastguard and survey vessels were repeatedly tracked in 2020 near energy exploration in offshore 
plots operated by Malaysia and Vietnam, disrupting activities and leading to weeks-long standoffs.

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ARRL terminating DXAC and CAC 
from the FB group My ARRL Voice and the NIDXA Reflector: 


There are 17 members of the DXAC. 

5 have posted spots in 2021 

8 posted spots in 2020, but 3 of those posted a total of 6 DX spots 

3 last posted in 2019 

1 last posted in 2009!!!! 

Some of the members have been on the DXAC for a very long period of time. 

Some DxXers opine that the DXAC has lost its credibility. A re-vamping may be called for. 


Some have expressed the opinion that the members of the ARRL DX advisory activity to be active on the air 
on all modes. 


Some believe that the principal objection is the fact that this was put on the agenda for the ARRL BOD 
meeting without any opportunity for input from the membership. 


These two committees were established in the early '70s. They have always been purely advisory, but in 
the early days there were quite a few issues they studied and there was quite a bit of interest in what they 
were doing. 


More recently, their activity has been at a much lower level. Some committee members have had their ap- 
pointments for decades. Some think the recommendation that committee members serve for no longer 
than six years is a good idea. 


The way I've understood it, to this point, the CAC and DXAC provided recommendations to the board, and 
the board had the final decision on the matter. This new structure doesn't appear to change that 


Reading the proposal, | don't see that they are just ending these two committees, but are replacing them 


with something of a different structure. From what | am reading in the proposal, this could end up being 


better. Instead of having a select group of people that are always on the committee until they are replaced 
(unsure about that process), they will now have a larger pool of people from which toselect. Each director 
nominates people from their region to be in the pool for their term. Based on the project/task at hand, the 
smaller group would be created from that pool of people based on expertise and location. This seems to 
me like it would be a better solution, as expertise can be matched to what needs to be accomplished, not 
just having the same people working on something every time.. No offense intended to those on the cur- 
rent committees.

Motion to Reorganize the PSC Advisory Committees 


PSC Motion #1 
Moved: Mr. Norris 
Seconded: Mr. Ritz 


Whereas: ARRL Bylaw 39 states the role and responsibilities of the Programs and Services Committee 
and 

Whereas: The rules and regulations concerning advisory committees provides for the organization, 
structure, and functions of the advisory committees, and 

Whereas: Rule 1 states that the “Authority for establishing, terminating, or modifying terms of refer- 
ence of any Advisory Committee rests with the Board of Directors” and 

Whereas: At both of its 2018 meetings, the ARRL Executive Committee discussed the possibility of re- 
vising the advisory committee structure and directed that the Programs and Services Committee con- 
sider preparing a proposal on the matter, and 

Whereas: The 2020 Programs and Services Committee has determined that it is both desirable and 
necessary to revamp and reorganize the advisory committees in order to: 

?] Expedite the response to studies of specific issues and questions 


?] Enhance communications between PSC and advisory committees 


Fl Effectively utilize the subject matter expertise of our volunteer members on various tasking issues 


fl Expeditiously expand tasking and receive advice on a wide range of subjects in addition to DX and 
Contests 


Therefore, be it resolved that the current “Rules and Regulations Concerning Advisory Committees” 
be replaced with new rules and regulations to be drafted by ARRL HQ Staff and approved by the Execu- 
tive Committee. The new rules and regulations are to be aligned with the following provisions: 

1. The current Advisory Committees (DXAC & CAC) be sunset on June 30, 2021 with thanks. 


2. The current advisory committees be replaced with a vetted pool of volunteer experts from which 
the PSC would select individuals for specific working group tasking. 


3. Each Director would seek out and vet a cohort of active ARRL members from within their division 
with interest and experience in various aspects of the hobby. Special emphasis would be paid to indi- 
viduals with special skills/interests in various areas of the hobby. 


They would include active ARRL members that have expertise in various contesting, DXing or other in- 
terest areas that from time to time are brought to the ARRL Board’s Programs and Services Committee 
for consideration. While “generalists” may be included, those with special talents — such as log check- 
ing, operating protocols and procedures, awards criteria, for examples — should be especially sought. 
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4. Individuals are admitted to the pool by the director’s vetting and recommendation plus PSC’s ac- 
ceptance (to avoid too many in one area and none in another area of interest). 


5. Individuals appointed to the Working Group Pool serve through to the next election cycle for Direc- 
tor in the division. When a Director starts a new term, they would need to re-appoint an individual to a 
new term. A member of the pool may be removed at the discretion of the PSC in consultation with the 
Director. Should a member of the pool move to another division, their current appointment is can- 
celled but would be eligible for re-appointment from the new division. 


6. The PSC would develop a standardized questionnaire for each candidate to complete. The purpose 
of the questionnaire is to capture the individuals’ experience, skills, and areas of interest/expertise. 
This data would be administered and maintained by the HQ staff liaison to PSC. Its purpose would be 
two-fold: 1) to ensure the pool of volunteers covers the necessary range of expertise and interests an- 
ticipated to be needed by PSC and 2) to aid PSC in the selection of qualified individuals for a specific 
working group tasking. 


7. After vetting and acceptance, each Director would submit names of potential volunteers as they 
wish to the Radiosport & Field Services Manager, who would maintain the list of available volunteers. 
There is no minimum or maximum number of names a Director may have on the list at any time. The 
goal is to identify the best resources on a wide variety of topics that are willing to serve. 


8. When the Programs and Services Committee wishes to have expert input for a topic under discus- 
sion, the PSC Chairman, in conjunction with the Radiosport & Field Services Manager, and the PSC liai- 
son to specific program area will select a short term working group from the developed volunteer pool 
to evaluate and address the tasking presented by the PSC. 


9. While no minimum or maximum number of members for any working group is predetermined, it is 
envisioned that the group in general be a small number in order to help facilitate the work and effi- 
ciency of each group. A suggested size would generally be between five and seven individuals, includ- 
ing the group chairman. 


10. The PSC Chairman will appoint from the individuals selected one group member to serve as chair- 
man of each appointed working group. 


11. While the a working group may seek input from non-members of the group, each working group 
should be mindful that some taskings that they are presented may be sensitive in nature. As such, 


working group members need to be mindful of the confidentiality of their work. If the working group 


believes input from a larger number of the ARRL membership would benefit their work, they should 
request permission in advance from the PSC Chairman before taking their discussions public for input. 
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12. The President of the ARRL, in consultation with the Programs and Services Chairman, shall appoint a 
PSC staff liaison for each broad operating area that implements this structure, similar to the current CAC 
and DXAC Board liaisons. 


13. Each PSC tasking presented to an appointed working group should include specific directions, ques- 
tions and issues for the group and should include a definitive timeline for the working group’s written re- 
port to be delivered back to the PSC. 


14. Once the PSC reviews the tasking report, the working group is then sunset automatically, unless the 
PSC requests clarification or further input on the topic under study. 


15. There is no limit on the number of times any single individual may be appointed to an advisory work- 
ing group, but the PSC Chairman and Radiosport & Field Services manager are encouraged to select quali- 
fied volunteers from each Division regularly. 


16. The Programs and Services Committee, working in conjunction with all members of the ARRL Board 
and Officers, as well as Headquarters staff, shall develop a means to evaluate on a regular basis the areas 
of expertise that might be useful when assembling the advisory working group pool of volunteers. 


17. At the discretion of their Director, individuals appointed to the advisory committee working group 
pool should be available, from time to time, to assist the Director in gathering general interests and con- 
cerns at hamfests, conventions, and radio club meetings. It is the responsibility of each Director to evalu- 
ate the input brought to them by the volunteers, and determine what, if any, merit being forwarded to 
the Programs and Services Committee for possible consideration. 


18. This advisory committee working group model shall initially be used by the PSC for the broad areas of 


Contesting and DXing. At the discretion of the PSC and with the consent of the Board, this model may be 
expanded to other areas for which the PSC has oversight jurisdiction. 


ESTIMATED COST TO IMPLEMENT: The staff time necessary to develop and vet the pools at about 20 
hours. Since it is part of their workload already allotted as staff liaisons to the PSC or current advisory 
committee, there really is no additional cost of labor.
